WASHINGTON, July 19.—(ZP)— 
The government’s efforts to in­ 
crease the supply of inexpensive i 
clothing took a boomerang twist 
today . . . and it hit the consumer 
in the pocketbook. 
A program to boost output of 
moderately priced cotton garments 
has expanded to such an extent re­ 
tent retailers are going to have to 
charge more for them, the OPA 
announced last night. 
The agency explained: 
When retailers’ mark-ups were 
fixed last February, only 15 per­ 
cent of the civilian cotton fabric 
supply was earmarked for the in­ 
expensive garment program. Now 
80 percent of the supply is so tag­ 
ged. 
Merchants contended their 32 
percent mark-up over suppliers’ 
ceilings put the “squeeze” on them 
as government fabric controls re­ 
duced supplies of more profitable 
expensive garments. 
So OPA agreed that beginning 
August 17 retailers may add a 34 
percent mark-up for some cotton 
garments and 36 percent for others, 
depending on the quality of the 
yarn used.

M A C K S N Z ! I —' 
How far should we go in trying 
lo interpret our terms of “uncon­ 
ditional surrender” with the idea 
of encouraging the Japanese to cry 
quits? 
We can say at once, it strikes me, 
that aa interpretation, no matter 
how inocuous, would be getting 
one's fingers very close to the buzz­ 
saw. 
Any injudicious suggestion 
by the Allies at this time most cer­ 
tainly would be taken by the en­ 
emy as an indication of weakness— 
of war-weariness. It might pro­ 
long the conflict, for the Japs are 
following Hitler’s strategy of fight 
ing for time in hope that some for­ 
tuitous circumstance—such as a 
quarrel among the Big Three—may 
quarrel among the Big Three—rn 
save their hides. 
Of course, a general statement 
such as already has been made to 
the effect that we don’t intend to 
destroy the Japanese nation, may 
do good. Possibly, too, there’s an­ 
other useful point we might make, 
and this is that we don’t intend to 
hang the Mikado, who not only is 
temporal ruler but is a divine be­ 
ing in the eyes of his people. 
Apropos of this it’s interesting to 
see newspapers of Sydney, Aus­ 
tralia, publishing speculative re­ 
ports that there may be “big news” 
regarding Japan soon. The Syd­ 
ney Sun says in an editorial: 
“The end of the war may come 
with dramatic suddenness. Hiroh- 
ito is still the god-emperor. 
By 
one sftroke of a pen he could re­ 
lieve Japan’s terrors and make 
peace. There is every reason to 
believe that United States policy is 
preserving him for that part in the 
drama.” 
Be that as may, none can dis­ 
pute the mighty influence of the 
Mikado. It’s reasonable to assume 
too that his people must bg con­ 
cerned about his position in case of 
aurrender. 
Whatever line the Allies may 
♦ake as regards further explana­ 
tion of “unconditional surrender,” 
they certainly aren’t going to start 
coddling a nation which already is 
beaten to its knees. Unconditional 
aurrender means exactly what it 
nays—that the Allies keep a free 
hand to do whatever they see fit 
after Japan capitulates. 
We aren’t dealing with knight­ 
hood in its flower. This effort of 
the German and Japanese militar­ 
ists to overrun the 
world is a 
throwback to barbarism, and there 
is only one way to handle it—ut­ 
terly smash it. That’s why “un­ 
conditional surrender” has been 
our battle-cry ever since the war 
started. 
The wisdom of that is seen in the 
case of Germany. 
Disclosures 
made by German prisoners of war 
and anti-Nazi German civilians, 
and astonishing documents salvag­ 
ed from Hitlerian archives, make 
it clear that Nazidom not only aim­ 
ed at enslavement of Europe but 
was prepared to have another go 
at it a few years hence in event 
of defeat. Japan’s ambitions have 
been similar—enslavement of East 
Asia, if not in this, then in another 
quarter century hence. 
The attitude of our fighting men 
in the Pacific—and the attitude of 
our gallant Allies—all along has 
been that they want unconditional 
surrender. 
They don’t want to 
have to do the job over again 
themselves, or see their sons have 
to do it. 
The United Nations have decreed 
that German and Japan militarism 
and its equivalent must be destroy­ 
ed in the interest of lasting peace. 
The Allied high command in Ger­ 
many already is deciding the fate 
of the German General Staff. In 
one way or another, it is to be de-

$749,000 Fayette County pushed 
the purchases to a 104.54 per­ 
centage but ranked only 72nd. 
The 
overall 
quota 
for

county was $858,000. In surpass­ 
ing that goal, Fayette County’s 
percentage was 141.84 with a 
rank of 59th in the state. 
While the War Finance Com­ 
mittee here knows one of the 
most important parts of the drive 
was not fully subscribed — the 
E Bond quota — it feels that the 
record made indicates an upward 
trend in War Bond purchasing 
in the county.

M eat Control 
The meat problem in this country 
may 
be described as not 
dangerously 
serious, 
but interesting and 
annoying. Generally 
speaking, there is as much meat available 
as we really need. The problem is to pass 
it around fairly 
in the domestic market, 
and also to see that enough is sent abroad 
to relieve any desperate needs of our for­ 
eign allies. This requires fair and careful 
handling. 
Th** immediate 
problem is to curb the 
“ black market” which gives so many peo­ 
ple unfair privileges, and at the same time 
disturbs legitimate 
distribution. 
To this 
end, the Patman bill, extending price con­ 
trol for another year, sanctions slaughter 
outride 
of the normal federal inspection 
plants, provided it is certified by the De­ 
partment 
of Agriculture 
and done in a 
.sanitary manner. 
The regulations for this 
purpose will soon be established, and meat 
will be 
expected to “ move 
in legitimate 
trade channels within legal price ceilings.” 
Such federal control is expected to rem­ 
edy the situation whereby much 
of 
the 
meat produced could not be shipped across 
state lines. With this 
adjustment, 
fairly 
operated, everybody may be better satis­ 
fied and the 
industry as a whole should 
benefit. 


Congenital Defects Stemming from Measles in Pregnancy 


•r HERMAN N. 1UNDESEN, M. D. 
j ported four ca*** in which con­ 


genital eye defect* occurred in 
babies whose mothers had Germen 
measle* early in pregnancy. Of 
course, this does not mean that all 
congenital defect* are due to Ger­ 
man measles. It merely indicate* 
that this is one possible cause. A 
great many more studies will have 
to be made before it can be defi­ 
nitely determined whether or not 
German measles in the pregnant 
woman will always cause these 
conditions. 
German 
measles has always 
been considered one of the least 
damaging of the catching diseases. 
It causes quite mild symptoms. In 
many instances there is only a skin 
rash. In other cases there are en­ 
largement of the lymph glands and 
some slight fever. However, the 
patient is never very sick and com­ 
plications do not occur. It would 
appear that the condition is pro­ 
duced by a virus, that is, a germ 
so small that it can pass through 
the openings in a porcelain filter. 
The virus probably gets from the 
pregnant woman to the 
baby 
through the placenta or after­ 
birth, and when the virus gets into 
the baby's body, it evidently has a 
tendency to damage the tissues 
from which the eyes develop. 
At present it would appear Im­ 
portant that every pregnant wom­ 
an guard against any contact with 
German measles, to avoid getting 
this disease. It is possible also that 
injections of blood serum might be 
given with benefit to women who 
are exposed to German measles to 
keep them perhaps from getting 
the disease. Immune globulin taken 
from blood may be even better for 
this purpose. 


SCMF! time ago, a report from 
Australia was mad* indicating 
that when a pregnant woman con­ 
tract* German measles, there is a 
great chance that her baby will he 
born with a congenital defect. A 
congenital defect means a defect 
present at birth. 
In 1941, a group of 78 babies 
with cataracts present at birth 
w as reported. A cataract is a con­ 
dition affecting the lens of the eye 
in which light is unable to pass 
through the lens. It was noted that 
with few exceptions the mothers 
of these babies bad contracted Ger­ 
man measles during the early 
stages of pregnancy. In 44 of these 
babies, a malformed heart wa* also 
present. 
Results of Study 


A second study was carried out 
in which there were 81 mothers 
who gave birth to children with 
congenital defect*. Of these all but 
two had had German measles dur 
ing the first three months of preg­ 
nancy. 
From these studies It was con­ 
cluded that if a woman gets Ger 
man measles in the first two 
months of pregnancy, the chances 
of giving birth to a baby with such 
congenital defects is in the neigh 
hor hood of IOO per cent., while if 
she get* German measles in the 
third month, the chances are only 
shout f»0 per cent. Even after the 
third month there is still a possi 
bility that the baby may be de 
feet ive.

“Tenants 
who 
have 
received 
notices that an eviction action is 
being started against them should 
eonsult the 
O PA Area Kent O f­ 
fice,” 
said Edward 
F. Wagner, 


Brea rent director, Thursday. 
Many tenants are under the im­ 
pression that they are under obli­ 
gation to move, simply because 
• copy of the 
notice of eviction 
has been mailed to O PA. Some 
tenants think that they are re­ 
quired to move when they receive 
the OPA form which certifies that 
the landlord is authorized to take 
eviction action, Wagnor said. O PA 
does not have the power to order 
evictions, 
but only 
to restrain 
them under specified conditions. 
Wagner pointed out that: 
“ Evictions may be ordered only 
by local courts. If O PA believes 
an eviction action is being taken 
in bad faith, it may appear as a 
friend of the court to oppose the 
eviction. 
. 
“ Unwarranted evictions present 
a growing threat to rent control 
and to war 
production, and 
for 
that reason the rent office is pre­ 
pared to offer tenants every as­ 
sistance within 
the law 
to de­ 
termine their rights. 
“ So remember these two points; 
Only the local courts can order 
eviction; Even where OPA 
has 
issued 
a certificate 
relating 
to 
eviction, that certificate is by no 
means an order to a tenant that 
he must move. 
That order 
can 
only come from a local court. 
“ Fear of evictions has led a few 
tenants to agree with the landlord 
to conceal payment of more than 
the maximum legal rent, despite 
the fact that 
no tenant 
may be 
evicted for refusing to pay more 
than the ceiling rent. 
“ The shortage 
of housing 
has 
aggravated the eviction problem.
